It is enatfed, that no Perfon lhall be admitted to vote at any Elec- 
tion of -a Member or Members to ferve in Parliament, by virtue of 
a Freehold under the yearly Value of Twenty Pounds, unlefs fuch 
Freehold fhall have been in his a6inal Occupation, either by his re- 
nding thereon, or tilling or grazing the fame to the Amount of 
forty Shillings yearly Value thereof, at the time of his regiftering 
the fame,.purfuant to the Provihons of the faid Aa, and alfo for 
: jx fucceffive Calendar Months at the lead: between, the date of 
inch Regiftry and the Tehe of the Writ for holding the Ekaion, 
tinlefsjuch Freehold lhall have come to fuch Perfon by Devife, 
^-5°' A Ddcent, 
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Defceiit, Marriage, or Marriage Settlement, and was demifed at 
the time it fb came, and contimied at the time of iucii Elebfion to 2 
be held under him by virtue. of liich Dtmife: 

And whereas the afoiefaid wbolefome .Provihons.'Of the faid re- 
cited Act may be evaded by pretended Grants of or Agreements 
for Leafes for a Life or Lives, though no Leafe lliall have been 
executed, or fuch Life or Lives been nominated.; 

Te it tfesrsfore (Snaaen by _the king’s Moft Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Oonfent of the Lords 
Spiritual and' Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament ^ 
affembled, and by the Authority of the. fame. That -every Perfoii 
who from and after the paffmg of this A6f, fliali regifter a P'ree- 
hold under the yearly Value ofTwenty Pounds, not aiilingfrom a 
Rent Charge, ihall rcgider the fame in manner and form following, 
inflead of regiftering it in manner ,and form preferibed by faid 
.recited A61, or any Law or Laws now in force ; (that is to fay) Pie 
'Ihall at aSeffions of the Peace for the- County, County of a Town,

alfo, that if the Perfon who lliall have regiftered a Freehold under 
this A 6 t hiall defire to regifter the fame at any fubfequent time, all 
the Words in the foregoing Affidavit or Affirmation, after the Words 
“ Rent Charge,” ffiall be omitted, and the following Words in- 
ferted, “ and that I regiftered the faid Freehold on the 
■“ Day of [naming the day^ month, atidyear ^vhen 

“ the Affidavit of the Regiffiy was delivered to the a£ting Clerk of the 
“ Peace to be fled." \ 

And be it further Enadled, That the Blanks in the faid Oath or 
Affirmation ffiall be filled up in conformity to the Oath or Affirma- 
14 tion which the Perfon going to take the fame fl-iall have taken at 
the Time of his regiftering inch Freehold, 

And be it further Enadted, That from and after the Commence- 
ment of this A 6 t, all the PrOvifions,CJaufes, Conditions, Regulations, 
and Penalties of the faid recited A 6 ts, or any Adis amending the 
fame, with refpedt to Freeholds, under the yearly Value of Twenty 
Pounds, -aixi which are not hereby altered or repealed, fhall be ap- 
plied, conftrued, deemed, and taken to esitend to Freeholds under 
the Value of T*\venty Pounds, the Regiftry whereof is by this Adt 
diredled and required, as fully and effedhially as if the fame were 
hereby and herein fpecifically enadled and applied thereto. 

And be it Enadled, That if any -Perfon or Perfons fhall fraudu- 
lently and knowingly -grant any Interefl importing to be a Freehold, 
which reall-y is not fo, with Intent to enable any Perfon to 
vote, filch 'Grant fhall be good and valid againfl the Grantor there- 
of for every -Purpofe but enabling the Grantee to vote. 

And be it further Enadled, That if fuch Grantor fhall be pof- 
36 feffed only of a Term of Years therein, and fhall demife the fame, 
or any Part thereof, for a Life or Lives, with Intent to induce the 
Leffee therein to regifler fuch as a Freehold, or to vote as a Free- 
holder thereout, he fhall forfeit the Sum of One hundred Pounds 
•to any Perfon who fhall fue for the fame by Adlion, Bill, Plaint, 

■ or Information, in any Court of Law. 

And, for the better fecuring the Performance of the Duties here- 
by and by the faid in part recited Adi, or by any other Adi or Adts 
diredled to be performed by the Clerk of the Peace or his Deputy, 
in refpedl to the Regiflry of Freeholds; BE it further Enadled, 
That the feveral Clerks of the Peace or their Deputies, of the 
feveral Counties of Ireland, fhall at the General Quarter Seffions of 
the' Peace, or Adjournment thereof next after the paffing of this 
Adi, or at the next General Quarter Seffions of the Peace, or Adjourn- 
*^ient thereof next after his Appointment, take and fubferibe an

'Oath in the Form following ; ami which Oath, the Juftices pre- 
hding at the faici Seffion are hereby direfled and empowered to ad- 
minifter : 

“ I J. B. Clerk or Deputy Clerk of the Peace for the 
“ Coimtv of ' [as the Cafe may be] do fwear, 

“ That I will-faithfully and hoiieftly, and without Favour 
“ or Affedfion, perform and difeharge the feveral Duties 
“ diredted to - be -.performed by the Clerks and Deputy jy 
Clerks of the Peace, by an A6t, paffed in the Parlla- 
“ meat of Ireland in the Thirty-fifth Year of the Reign of 
“ His prefent Majefty, intituled, ‘ An A6f for regulating 
the EledUon of Members to ferve in Parliament, and for 
“ repealing the feveral A61s therein mentioned,’ and by an 
Adt palled in the .Forty-fifth year of His prefent Ma- 
“ jefty’s Reign, intituled, [here fet forth the Bitle of this 
“ ^r7]; and that I will not demand or receive any Fee or 
■“ Fees, for difeharging any of the faid Duties, which -I am 
“ not entitled to by Law. So help ,me G O D.” 

And which Oath the faid Clerks and Deputy Clerks -of the Peace 
are hereby required to deliver to the Trealurer of the County, to 
preferve .amongft.his Records of the Gounty. 

And be it further Enadled, That the fa-id feveral and i-efpedlive 
Clerks and Deputy Clerks of the Peace fhall from time to time, as 
diredled by the faid in. part recited Adf of the Thirty-fifth year of 
Flis prefent Majefty’s Reign, give to every Freeholder who fhall 
require tlie fame, a full, true, and corredl Return of the Names 6f 
,all fuch Perfons as ftiall regifler their Freeholds .according to the 
Diredlions of this Adt and of the laid Adi of the Thirty-fifth year 
of His prefent Majefly’s Reign, and. fhall certify at the Foot thereof 
that the faid Return fo made is true and corredl, according to the 
Schedule thereunto annexed. 

Provided always, and be it further -Enadled, That nothing in this 
Adi contained lhall extend, or be conflrued to extend, to prevent 
any Perfon who lhall have regiflered his Freehold before the firfl j3 
Day of Auguft next enfuing, purfuant to the Laws in. force for 
that Purpofe, from voting at any Eledlion for a Member or Mem- 
bers to ferve in Parliament, the Tefte of the Writ for holding 
which fhall bear date before the Twenty-ninth of September, 
one thoufand eight hundred and nine ; but every Perfon who 
might by the Law in force vote at any fuch Eledlion, fhall and may 
vote thereat as fully and freely, to all Intents and P-urpofes, as if 
this Adi had not been made, fubjedl to all and fingular the Claufes, 
Conditions, Oaths, and Regulations appointed and provided by the 
faid in part recited Adi; provided he lhall produce to the Returning 
•Officer, if required by him or any Eledlor, the Deed, Leafe, Article, 
or Agreement under which he lhall have regiflered fuch Freehold, 
duly executed prior to fuch Reglfrry. 

And, 
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And, for the greater Convenience of regiftcring Freeholds, BE Regfflryof 
it Enafled, That every Adjournment of a Seffions of the Peace 
and every Adjournment of an Adjournment, ftiall be deemed a 
Seffions of the Peace within the meaning of the faid A6l and this 
prefent Aft ; and in cafe there .ftiall have been no Adjournment 
of fuch Seffions, the Clerk of the Peace ftiall and is hereby required 
to hold a Seffions for the Purpofe of regiftering of Freeholders, the 
firft Monday in the next Month, at the Place where the laft General 
Seffions of the Peace ftiall have been held for the Purpofe of reffif- 
tering Freeholders ; and every Adjournment of every fuch Seffions 
to any City or Market Town within the County ftiall be deemed 
and taken to be a Seffions within the meaning of the faid AS or 
this prefent Adi. 

JO And be it further Enadied, That if any Perfon, in taking any 
Oath or Affirmation hereinbefore appointed or authorized to be 
taken at any Regiftry, or before any Returning Officer or Officers, 
ftall thereby commit wilful Perjury, and be thereof convifted, or 
if any Perfon ftiall unlawfully and corruptly procure or luborn any 
other Perfon to take any fuch Oath or Affirmation, whereby he or 
fuch Perfon or Perfons ftiall commit fuch wilful Perjury, and ftiall 
be thereof convidled, he or fuch Perfon or Perfons fo offending 
ftiall incur fuch Pains and Penalties as are infliaed by any Aa or 
Aas for the more effeaual preventing and further Puniftiment of 
Perjury and Subornation of Perjury. 
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
